our ruine and deſiruftion. Your proteſtarion tb con» 
tinue in the ſame profeſſion; the retwiall of the dignity 
that was offered vnto- you. 3 vpon conditiontechange 
-your Religion, and your reconciliation notlong ſince 
madeynto the Church at Charenton,, put ys in good 
comfort, and made ys hope,of fome good efiett for the 
good and bencfit ofour affaires., and. feime happy: lic- 
_ ceſle of the paines that you ſhould take therein.; But 
our Enemies haue gotten this advantage, that -yourcx- 
ample bauing been made more confiderable, theblame 
'whichyou impoſe vponthis aflembly,;'is rnore notori- 
ous, and your diſunion with ouraflewbly., avhichre- 
preſenteth all the Churches of this Realme, is more do- 
mageablc, ſeruing fora pretence vnto thoſe z (who vn- 
der hopeby that meanes to keepe themſelues cloſe du- 
ring the time of 'this publike calamity,) to ſeperate 
themſelues from our Ynion, from the whichygthoſe that 
haue deſigned our deftruction., fecke to qiſunue the 
Prouinces, Churches, and perſons of greateſt quality, 
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therein vfing your name andanthority, for the execu-. 
tion of ſo pernicious adefigney. pernicious: certainely- 


we may well fay :for towhatendthinke you, my Locd,; 
ſuch proceedings may tend but onely to-weakewvs,and 
make our deſtruction more caſte, and leffe hazard vnta- 
thoſe that vnderrtake it > Monſieur de Pleſiis, who with 
outany rcefped of that, thar had happened'to Venwrews, 
and after throughout all the Country of Bearn, being 
carricd awayby your Counfell, and abuſed by the par- 
ticular promiſes tharwere made vnto hint, atthisday 
feeleth the effeQs of this proceeding + Iyour preſence 
beholding the Fowne of Sanmur taken from him, ang 
pur into anothers mans hands.
